The Reports of Wholesale Massacres of 
Women aid Cifldren Cenflridied. 

Tho London "Daily News" corres- 
pondent ut Prince Milaa'p headquar- 
ters, writing on the 20th' ult., says:— 

Every tongue is charged and every 
heart is full of, well-authenticated, tid- 
ings of Turkish atrocities comiiiitted 
on tho inoflensivo peasant folk of tho 
frontier villiii^es ^ in districts \ybere 
there can be no' p^etcihsfe ' for severity 
for millfory reasons. The men are 
gone from the villages of the Greuze; 
tho victims are the miserable women 
and hapless children. Burning, 
wrecking, butchery, and violation con. 
Htitute to nil appearance the enjoined 
Iqaotionsof the iD^<^l^|bf>BaBhi-Ba- 
zouks and ruffianly RedifB.'^tKoro the 
Turkish commanders, keeping in fixed 
positions their regular troops, let loose 
with letters of marque to practise tho 
utmost ingenuity of deviltry. .Prom 
the frontier districts between Nisch 
and Alexinat? .come tiqw- Bimilair tid- 
ings to those i telegraphed the other 
day as having boon eouthy Alempics from 
tho western frontier about Belliua. Nq 
man who )u not obstinately determined to 
bo iuorodulous can question the ' truth of 
these statemouts. Officers ajid soldiers 
who come down from the front authonti- 
cate them with of burnt villages which 
they have seen, the mangled bodies of 
children lying in tho gutters among thho 
charrod dtbris, headless trunks of fciervian 
soldiers in places whore there has been 
fighting, mon in tho up country liospitals, 
niih their nosos slit by knives as they lay 
holplesB from their wounds. In tho 
course of an afternoon's ride, I yesterday 
.found my way iiito a little village on tho 
hill slope, about tho door of ouo of the 
houses in which there was a group of 
women and children, with hero and there 
an old man— all the able-bodied men aro 
away to the war. On the settle iinder tlio 
projecting eaves there eat a woman, drag- 
gled, miserable, and forlorn, with a boy 
about twelve years old standing by her 
side; ond around them the people had 
formed a somi-circlo, and wore looking 
on « ith a strange concerned £atiencepfs|- 
lenca. The woman, too, was liilehtf s£ei 
sat there'in an apathetic reverie of des- 
pondency, with her oyos on tho ground, 
and ono arm round tho boy. ■ Ono of tho 
women whispered something to my com- 
panion, a Servian ofTicor.whose face flush- 
ed, aud whoso mouth set stornly, at tho 
low recital. Dismounting, he approach- 
ed tho woniap, and speaking to her; star- 
tled her from her abstraotion.. As ho 
spoke, at first she was asleep seemingly 
and indifieront; her aspect wusthot of one 
with no interest in anything. But at 
length she kindled, and with flashing 
volubility poured forth the terrible story 
of he wrongs, which my companion hur- 
ricdly,i^c|^by -Bcrap ,tra^Bl^te^ to me. 
Dclicaby, after all, ib'a rtilati'Ws'term. An 
Englishwoman, if she could havo brought 
herself at all to tell thu shameful stpry of 
outrage and indignity which this miser- 
able oroature had to recount of herself, 
would have spoken Jpj .her degradation 
and its details with trembling lip and 
do wDOMtjij^i^ ,^fi|>ur|ly'^teaj|l^g Sid 
this Solave woman quiver with the agony 
of hor degradation because t^he told us of 
it— here before tho iieople — with shrill 
voice and flashing volubility of nttoranoo. 
The personal outrages to which she had 
boon subjected cannot bo written down in 
their horrible ciroumstantialitv!; but you 
may realize how the recital thrilled her 
auciipnoe, if you •recall-- tb»- shuddering 
spasm that vibrated through England 
when the earliest tidings, happily in one 
item of atrocity which they comprised not 
true, reached ua of .the Indian mutiny.
